The Wildest Excitement Batant in 
the French City.

Parts, July 22.—There were thirty deaths from 
cholera at Marseilles last night and twenty-eight at 
Toulon. A panic was created at Toulon during the 
night by the arrival of one hundred coffins ordered 
from Marseilles.

An American’s Experiences in the 
Interior of the Sister Republic. 
Mexican Friendship for Americans & De- 
lusion and a Snare—The Real Feeling 
One of Distrust and Hatred—A 
Curious Talk With a Re- 
turning Prospector. 


Among the guests at the Hotel Barnum are two 
y Southern gentlemen, Messrs. James Mason of 
Adairsville, ky., and T. K. Adams of Nashville, 
Tennesse, who have stopped over in the city for a 
while on their way home from El Cuervo, Mexico 
where they have been engaged in mining. “The

“That would seem to indicate that Americans are 
not such popular characters in Mexico as the usual 
run of newspaper correspondence and interviews 
would have one to infer.” 3 

“The published matter regarding Mexico is quite 
delusive, and to Americans who have penetrated 
the country to any distance from the raiiroada, the 

lowing accounts in the American newspapers of 
he hospitality of the Mexican people arid the high 
regard they have for the Americans are 
QUITE AMUSING. 

Of course, near the railroads, the natives pretend 
to hold the foreigner in high esteem, but it is only a 
superficial show, and in the interior an American at 
once discovers that he is among a people who view 
him with distrust and hatred. At Cuervo we 
were 300 miles from the railroad. and when I tell 
you that we all went heavily armed you will under- 
stand just how far we trusted the friendly feeling 
of the Mexicans. Murders were of common occur- 
rence there, and when the peons couldn't get an 
American to kill they murdered ohe another. A 
short time ago two yonng Americans, nam 
McLemore a Mackey were on their way from 
Peral to a mine, about eight miles distant, when a 
Hand of peons attacked them, cut them to pieces, 
and took their money. Last March a young Amer- 
ican, named Stiff, while traveling with $300 rom his 
mine to Guadalupe, some forty miles distant. to- 
gether with an ladian boy and two Mexicans, was 
overtaken by darkness, and decided to camp out for 
the night. While be was sleeping the three rumans 
mashed his head to pieces with rocks, took the 
money, and returned to the city. They were ar- 
rested, but I have it on the authority of the Amer- 
ican Consul, who, by the way, is married to a Mex- 
ican woman there, that they will never be pun- 
ished. I well remember another case which 
happened within a few miles of Guadalrpe. An 
American, whose name I don't remember, lay down 
with his Moso in the heat of the day, and

a mail carrier came along, cut their throats, took 
the dead Americans money and went on his jour. 
ney. These are a few specimens of the kind of 
treatment Americans receive in the parts of Mexico 
distant from from the rosy railroad region which 
the newspaper corresponuents write about. There 
is a story they tell which illustrates the murderous 
proclivities of the Peon. It seems that one of them 
rushed into Guadalupe one day torn and bleeding 
and complained that he had just escaped from 
another who had tried to murder and 
rob him. A x! brought the other 
in, and on his trial it came to ght 
that the pair were the survivors of a party of seven 
who had been employed to guide an American. 
Shortly after starting out they murdered him and 
divided his money amongst them- Six of them 
shortly afterward formed a couspiracy against the 
seventh, killed him, and divided his share of the 
spoils. and asuccession of similar crimes brought 
the original party down to the two men in court.’

* “With very cold and scant civility. The Spanish- 
American does make a show of politen which, 
however, does not conceal their hostilty. ey are 
opposed to the railroads. They are the large prop- 
erty holders, and the fact that 
the. introduction of American railroads and 
Capital has raised the price of labor from 1244 cents 
and 3144 cents to $1.00 aday accounts for their pe- 
culiar sentiments. Whenever they havea point to 
gain with an American they will invite him to their 
hacienda, and that liim with marked civility, but 
after they have accomplished what they sought 
they are as distan' and unsocial as ever.

Young Americans in Mexico 
are very lonely, the Mexican girls are ve amiable 
and pretty, and, as marriage with one 6f them re- 
moves the barrier which separates the races, it will 
be seen that the temptation to get married is very 
strong. Several young Americans who live in the 
Chihuohua mining districts have told me that they 
were in constant dread that in a moment of weak- 
ness teey might marry one of the many pretty girls 
in the neighyorhood and become a fixture in a coun- 
try that they despise and are anxious to seize the 
first favorable opportunity to escape from. The 
young fellow who confided to me his un con- 
dition has already a growing young family around 
him, the eldest a boy whom he sent to Texas to be 
educated. His determination to have his children 
educated in thia country is very probably a ing 
cause of his domestic imfelicity.” 

“Do not a good many Americans effect tem 
unsanctified alliances with Mexwan women?’ 
_“Thatis quite common, the arrangement being 
effected by the pares ofthe young lady in the case. 
An alliance of this kind does not, however, gain the 
Amertean who forms it any better feeling on the 
part A the Mexicans, as does an actual marriag, 
which canses them to receive the married foreigner

A PARALLEL. 

The kinship between Republicanism afid Im- 
perialism is one which presents itself to our no- 
tice at every turn. Nowhere is it emphasized 
more forcibly than in BLAINE’s letter of ac- 
ceptance. 

The imperial idea runs through it all. A 
typical Republican, he seeks for national great- 
ness not in the patriotism, the virtue, the ener- 
gy of the people, not in their adherence to the 
democratic idea, but in the imperial standards 
of size, of wealth; of centralized power, of 
domineering influence and physical strength. 

He speaks of the progress of the country dur- 
ing the continuance of Republican administra- 
tion asa Bonapartist would speak of France 
under the rule of the late imperial adventurer. 
Never was France richer to the eye. Never 
was labor more active, capital more productive, 
enterprise better rewarded. Commerce in- 
creased, manufacturers flourished. The ex- 
penses increased, itis true, for there was the 
arthy and the court, the yew navy, the fortifica- 
tions, the railroads, the boulevards; but all 
these Mere assets—so much value received. 
The very rottenness of the luxury which daz- 
vied the eyes of the poor advertised the splen- 
dor of the pinchbeck empire. 

This went on for about the period wuich has 
elapsed since the close of our civii war. At the 
end of that interval the iron uunmer of Prussia 
came down upon the flizsy empire; it fell at a 
blow. France hes ever since been painfully 
trying to put together the shattered fraginents 
which fell in ruin at that touch. 

Gur good fortune has removed us far from 
any danger of a fate as fell as that of France. 
Lut Republicaniam has done its best to reverse 
the democratic idea and to favor the imperial 
idea; to put the Government first and the 
people last. 

While the labor of the people has increased 
the wealth of the country taxation has crushed 
out individual enterprise. In business as in 
politics equality has disappeared; the corpora- 
tion is the boss in business; in politics the boss 
runs a corporate monopoly. We have more 
millionaires, but they prosper at the expense of 
the many, and we have fewer of those small in- 
dustries which maintain the personal inde- 
pendence of their followers. With more wealth 
we have perhaps less patriotism, and while we 
have gained in all things the gains have not 
been equally distributed. 

This is the reverse of the picture Mr. BLAINE 
sketches. It is not as pleasant to look at: but 
it is more accurate, and if we needed a warn- 
ing against that chauvinism“ which refuses to 
look atthe truth it could be found in the down- 
fall of that French Empire, which BLarne's 
letter so irresistibly recalls.

After the trial’ Dickson was arrested and tried be- 
fore Judge Snell upon the charge that he had cor- 


truptly endeavored to influerice the jury. At the 


close of the trial the court held that he was guilty of 
the corrupt action specified in the statute, and or- 
dered that Dickson should be held to answer befere 
a Grand Jury. This is the man who represented the 
Democrats of Washington in the convention, and 
who now represents them in the committee. We do 
not believe, however, that the committee has ever 
intended to give him the office of Secretary.
